She cou'd have wiſh'd, 
that either by ſome Violence, or Mena- 
ces; he wou'd have given her a Pretext 
to ſue for a Divorce. But the mildneſs 
of Monſieur Mazariz, and the reſpe he 
always paid her, not only out of AﬀeGi- 
on to her Perſon, but alſo out of a regard 
which he will ever have to the Memo- 
ry of his Benefa&or, having taken away 
all colour for ſuch an Attion, ſhe con- 
tented her ſelf to farm in the Year 1666, 
a demand for a Diviſion of Effets. 
Not that ſhe had any hapes of ſucceed- 
ing in her Suit : The regular Oeconomy 
of Monſieur de Mazariz, the Moderation 
he always obſerv'd in his Expences, and 
the vaſt Eſtate he was then poſleſs'd of, 
02 "Wu 
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cover'd him ſufficiently againſt ſuch Ars 
tempts. The ſole deſign of Madam Ma- 
24rin was to furniſh her ſelf with a Pre- 
tence to abandon her Husband's Houſe; 
while the Suit was depending. 

This ſucceeding for a while; ſhe re- 
tir'd to the Nunnery of St. Mary ; but 
the Religious being ſoon weary of her 
Conduct, in a few Months ſhe took a 
progreſs thro* three Convents more, 
which edified as little by her, as the 
former. | | 

In ſhort, GENTLEMEN, her Relati- 
ons being at a loſs where to lodge her any 
longer, propos'd an Accommodation ; and 
caus'd both Parties to ſign a mutual Obli- 
gation, wherein *rwas agreed, that Madam 
Mazarin ſhou'd return to the Palace of 
Mazarin ; but that during the Proceſs, 
ſhe ſhou'd be lodg'd in a ſeparate Apart- 
ment. | 

The firſt Exploit fhe did, was to open 
a Paſſage thro' the Wall, between Ne- 
vers. Houſe, and her Apartment, thro? 
which ſhe went and came at all hours 
of the Day, or Night, without paſitng

- At the Expiration of the Term of the 
mutual Obligation, when the Caufe of 
Separation was ready to be heard, ſhe 
truly foreſaw that 'twas impoſlible it 
ſhou'd go for her. Monſieur Mzzarin was 
too far off ( what is call'd ) Vergere ad 
3nopiam, falling. into want, which is the 
Caſe, in which the Law allows a Parti- 
tion of Effefts. Matters ſtanding thus, 
ſhe had recourſe to her laſt Stratagem. 
'Tis with Grief that Monſieur Mazarie 
is oblig'd to revive this unhappy Story ; 
but ſince the abſence of Madam Mazarir; 
which is the SubjeQ of our Complaint; 
is the conſequence of her being carried 
away, it makes a neceſſary part of the 
matter before you, and may be of great 
weight in the Deciſion of it. Beſides, 
this Story is already fo publick, that the 
recital which I ſhall make will contain 
nothing new, to the greateſt part of the 
Audience here prefent.

GENTLEMEN, 


FAving laid the whole matter of Fact 

<2 before you at the laſt Hearing, it 
remains that I now ſettle the means of 
my demand ;. and, ſince Maſter Sachot 
urges me to inſiſt upon the rigour of my 
Petition, and will allow no Moderation, 
I ſhall endeavour to fatisfie him, and 
 ſthew you juſt cauſe to declare Madam 
 Mazariz depriv'd of Dower, and Ali- 
mony ; and that her paſt Conduf@ does 
but too well juſtifie ſuch Deprivation. 
_ In order to which, I hope to prove, 
that *tis the uſual Corre&ion piven 'to 
Wives, that abandon their Husbands 
without lawful Cauſe, and break — i 
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indiffoluble Society out of Levity : That 
this Puniſhment is adjucged by the Rz- 
»7an law, which is coatormable to the 
Inteations of the Laws of France, and 
Authoriz'd by the Practice of all the 
Courts. | 

There are two Cafes wherein the Ro- 
»4n Law deprives a Wite, that divorces 
her ſelf from her Husband, of Dower 
and Alimony. : 

"The firft is, when ſhe withdraws, and 
divorces her ſelf from her Husband with- 
Out juſt cauſe. : 

The other is, when a Wife by her ill 
Condutt gives her Husband juſt cauſe to 
divorce himſelf from her. The Emperor 
in the 224, and the r117:h Novels, ex- 
Plains what thoſe juſt cauſes are ; S; Mu- 
lierem adylteram inveniat (this, Heaven 
be prais'd, is none of our caſe) But he 
immediately ſubjoyns, 4:7 Firo neſciente, 
wel etzam prohibente, gaudentem conviviis 
aliorum virorum nihil ſ1b; competentium ; 
wel etzan invito viro citra rationabilem 
cauſam foris pernotantem, nift forſan apud 
proprios parentes. 1 am very well aware 
that this does not extend to Wives, *who 
lieaifew Nights out of their own: A, 
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but to thoſe only that make a common 
Practicepf it. | | 
In either of theſe caſes the Law deter- 
mines, That the Reſtitution of her Por- 
tion, and all Advantages that ſhe may 
claim by virtue of her Marriage, ſhall 
be denied to her : The reaſon why the 
Law in this caſe ſubmits her tothe ſame 
Penalty with an Adultreſs-is, becauſe if 
theſe diſorders be not a demonſtrative 
proof of her being debauch'd, they a- 
mount- to a violent ſuſpition at leaſt ; 
a& for the ſatisfafttion of a Husband, 
*is not enough that his Wife be free from 
the Guilt, unleſs ſhe behave her felf fo 
as to keep clear oi the Scandal. | 
.. Tals al;quo fatto, dat lex bc licentiam 
wiro abjicere mulierem, ſy vel harum nam, 
vel ſolam probaverit cauſam, & lucrari qui- 
dem dotem, -antenuptialem vero habere do- 
aationem.', no - _ 
-- Cujacius upon one of theſe Novels uſes 
theſe Expreſſions: Pen 4iffedii ſunt ; mu- 
tier, que abſque probabili cauſa diſcedit a 
marito, vel que diſcedendi cauſam marita 
r4bet, dotem amittit, Ef lucra nuptialia; 
: I ſuppoſe, GENTLEMEN, That *cwill 
not be alledg'd, that our Wives are not 
oblig'd to have the ſame reſpect for and 
dependance upon their Husbands, or ſo 
OPT | much 
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much regularity in their Conduct as the 
Roman Ladies. They have, I: confeſs, 
in France, ſomewhat more of that honeſt 
Liberty, which offends not againft Mo. 
deſty ; we are not ſo ſevere as that Peo. 
ple, in matters fimply Innocent. But 
we diſpenſe no more than they with the 
eſſential Obligations of Marriage, nor 
connive at what may give juſt ground 
to ſuſpeCt 'em of a Crime, which is fo 
follicitouſly conceal'd, and of which we 
can judge only by appearances. To 
grant that, were to wrong the purity of 
the Age we live 10. 

- It was objected to meat Parguer, that 
theſe Penalties were eſtabliſh'd by the 
Roman Law, only in caſe of a legal Di- 
vorce, which the Law of thoſe times 
_ allow'd, which imply'd a total Diſfoluti- 
on of the Marriage ; and that ſuch Di- 
vorces being no longer allow'd, the Pe- 
nalties inflicted on'the Woman that gave 
occaſion for, - or practis'd it, cou'd no 
longer, be retain'd 1n uſe. | 

' But on the contrary, I maintain, That 
if they puniſh'd Violations of the Rights 
of Matrimony in ſuch a manner, at a 
time when they were not ſufficiently ag- 
quainted with the dignity. of. it, when 
they ſcarce look*d upon it as ER 
- (ES Wt civi 
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civil Contratt ; they ought to be more 
_ ſeverely chaſtiſed now, when the. digni- 
ty of the Sacrament is better known; 
and its Rights are become more ſacred; 
I maintain, that if a Wite ſhall abandon 
her Husband, or fall into thoſe diſorders 
mention'd in theſe Laws, ſince ſhe can 
no longer be puniſh'd by Repudiation, 
which was but one of the Penalties 
which by thoſe Laws ſhe incurr'd, ſhe 
ought at leaſt to ſuffer all the other 
which they annext to it, | 
Otherwiſe we muſt .avow. that the 
Roman Laws have too ſeverely provided 
to vindicate. the Honour of Husbands, 
and Matrimony, or ours not enough: 
The former gave the 1njur'd Husband 
double Vengeance, and double Confola- 
tion, the one in ridding. him of a difor- 
> Wife, the other 1n giving him her 
Portion; ſo that at the very ſame time 
ſhe injur'd him by a cauſeleſs deſertion, 
ſhe repair'd it by leaving him his Liberty; 
and her own Fortune. , _ 
Will they pretend; that we by ra 
ſing the Value, have impair'd the Ob- 
ligation of Matrimony, and the right of 
_ Husbands? Will they fay, that becauſe 
2 Wife1s more ſtraitly, and inſeparably 
bound to her Husband, that therefore ſhe 
may 
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may with impunity abuſe him, fail of 
her Duty, and commit without fear all 
thoſe Enormities which theſe Laws pus 
niſh'd with Repudiation, and loſs. of 
Dower ? Were, not this to. judge very . 
hardly of our Policy, and cou'd there be 
any thing more dangerous than ſuch aſk | 
Impunity ? 
, GENTLEMEN, Let us apply: theſe 
Maxims to, the caſe before us; Madam 
Mazarin is a delinquent both thoſe ways, 
which demand a Privation of Dower, þ. 
Firſt, She has given, and ſtill conti- 
nues to give Monſieur Mezaris ſuch cauſe 
of Complaint, as wou'd heretofore have 
efnpower'd a Husband .to turn off the 
Wife, and keep the Portion. Melierem, 
viro probibente, gaudentem conviviis alio: 
rum virorum nihil fibi competentium, Is 
not this Madam Mazarin ? Virorum .ni- 
hil - fibi competentium, Thoſe Gameſters 
by Profeſſion, thoſe Mzlords who eat 
ndanthy; and paſs whole days, and 
part of their Nights with her. Is this 
fit Company for her? Is there any ſort 
_ of Men, with whom ſhe ought to hold 
bel Correſponderite | AR

tem. Madam Mazarin' has not only 
ſpent DOSY and Nights fo, bur Vers 
onths; 


oy” 
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Months, and Years. Monſieur Mazarie 
therefote, according to theſe antient 
Laws, has a right to put away his 
Wife, anddetain her Fortune. But fince 
our Religion permits not the former, the 
Law is for that rsaſon the more neceſſa- 
rily bound to relieve him otherwiſe, and 
to preſerve to lim the other. mean to 
compell his Wife ro return to her Duty, 
or to puniſh her Diſobedience. ; 

Secondly, Madam Mazarin is guilty of 
the other Fault, which theſe Laws puniſh 
likewiſe with loſs of Dower ; ſhe has, 

- as far as in her lay, cauſelefly divorc'd 
. her ſelf from the Duke. She has nor, I 
muſt confeſs, made a true divorce, ta- 
king the word in its ſtricteſt Significati- 
on, for a zullity of Marriage, becauſe 
the Law has put that out of her Power ; 
but ſhe has made a-divorce in Fat, much 
worſe than the other ; becauſe being his 
Wife, ſhe lives as if ſhe were not ſo; 
and robs him of the Pleaſure of Conju- 
gal Society, without eafing him of the 
Bondage of Matrimony.

trafting, the Laws of the Place. of his 
Habitation only are conſalted 5 and by 
rhoſe Laws the State of his Perſon 1s re- 
gulated ; and whereſoever he goes, he 
carries along with him thoſe Perſonal 
Qualt:ties, that Charater of Capacity, 
or Incapacity, which they impreſs upon 
him.

T* Marriage were ſuch a Society, as 
either Party might diflolve, by a 
ſimple Renunciation : If a Husband held 
his Title only by Commiffion, which 
might be taken away at his Wife's Plea- 
ſure : Or, if we liv'din thoſe happy times, 
which have been with ſuch Fo - 

| ated 
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lated on, and ſeem to be ſo much regret- 
ted, when Women counted their years 
by the number of their Husbands ; and 
when a ſimple change of Mind was a 
ſufficient reaſon for a Divorce ; there 
might be ſomething in what has been 
urg*d to you, whereon to ground this 
Separation , which Madam MAazarin 
wou'd indire&tly obtain. 

More Zeal cou'd not have been ſhewn, 
than her Council have made appear in 
their Plea for a Separation ; but the 
means whereon to ground it according 
to our Cuſtoms, amongſt Chriſtians 
that look upon the Rights of Marriage 
as Sacred, and this Society as indifſo. 
luble ; rhat ill uſage which a Husband 
muſt ſhew to his Wife, to lay a Foun- 
dation for a Separation, 1s what I have 
not heard the leaſt offer ro prove, thro?

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making that Man ridiculous, whoſe Ho- 
. nour or Infamy She is by her Conditi- 

on oblig'd to ſhare. | 
But whar ſtill better proves how lit- 
tle qa Mazarin is concern'd in what 
has been pleaded to you, is the contra- 
diction between the principal Fats, 
which they have advanc'd, and thoſe 
which She her ſelf has publiſh'd in her 
Apology, under the Title of her Me- 
moirs; to excuſe that Condutt, which 
She - judged rightly, that all the World 
' wou'd blame. [rt is not likely, that Ma- 
dam Mazarin wou'd give InſtruQtions 
for a Defence to be made before you, 
fo different from that which She has of- 
fer'd to all Nations of the Earth in that 
Hiſtory, which is tranſlated into ſo ma- 
ny difterent Languages. 

This, GENTLEMEN, Maſter Sachot 
honeſtly avows, that he hes receiv'd nel- 
ther Memoirs, nor Inſtructions, frog 
Madam Mazarin : And I am very glad, 
for the Intereſt of his Client, as well as 
mine, that he has made this Confeſſion,

| As there is no proof offer*d, a«bare 

denyal may faffice ; but to give it the 
more weight, I defire your leave to read

You have ſeen likewiſe, that 'tis the 
Intent of our Cuſtoms, divers of which 
conclude expreſly for it , that tis the 
' Practice of the Soveraign Courts, that 
'tis an adjudg?*d Caſe, to all which T have 
not heard any Aniwer. | 
' We muft therefore allow, that our 
Law in this agrees exactly with the Re- 
man Laws; and that the aboliſhing the 
uſe of Divorces, has not abrogated this 
Penalty. 
'”. The ſecond Objetion which they 
make; is that there 1s in the Nowells, a 
Clauſe of Exception for thoſe Women, 
thar retire to their Fathers, or Mothers. 
This they ſay extends to Madam Ma- 
zarin ;z becauſe in caſe of a want of Fa- 
ther, and Mother, the other near Rela- 
tions fill their Room'; and eſpecially 
when they arecloth'd with eminent Dig- 
nity, which challenges for them the ſame 
reſpe& rhat is due to Parents ; and to 
this Poſition I agree. '' - 
Now fay they, when Madam with- 
- drew firſt into /re/y, She Lodg'd with 
Monſieur the Cardinal Maxcins, a Man 
of great Virtue: This likewife is true ; 
but they ought to add that Cardinal 
= EE - | Mans 
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Mancini ſoon finding his Authority too 
weak to keep her within thoſe Bounds, 
that he deſir'd, put her into a Convent, 
of which Madam Mazariz, the Cardinal's 
Siſter, was Abbeſs: Here likeweſe I allow 
that her honour was ſafe, She was co- 
ver'd from Scandal ; but She had been 
here bat x5 days, when She eſcap'd by a 
Stratagem, under colour of reconduting 
Madam her Siſter. She tells this Story 
her ſelf in her Memoirs, and cloſes it plea- 
fantly in thefe words, 7he Poor Old wo- 
man, ſays She G_ of her Aunt, ook 
this adventure fo much to heart, that She 
died of Grief a few days after . | 
This is an Illuſtrious Teſtimony of the 
ReſpeCt that Madam Mazarin has for her 
Relations, and .their Digznities, and of 
Her own Good Nature. | | 
They add, that in her ſecond TJour- 
ney to /taly, Monſieur the Conſtable 
Colonna receiv'd, and lodg'd her in his 
Houſe. | 
This too 1s true «$ but they don't tell 
you, how well She obſerv'd the Laws 
of Hoſpitality ; Her firff care was to in- 
ſpire in to Madam the Conftable her Siſter 
the ſame Sentiments for Monſieur the 
Coxſtable, that She had for Monſieur Ma- 
3arin; and She wrought ſoeffeually, that 
7 0 . 
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She ſoon perſwaded her to go to France 
in the ſame manner, that She had done 
to /taly: And as Madam Mazarin was by 
Experience vers'd iti all the Stratagems 
that are requifite to ſuch Eaterprizes, 
Madam the Conſtable ſet fail under her 
Condu&, and arriv'd ſafe at Marſeilles, 
i ſpight of all the diligepce of Monſieur 
the Coxftable to purſue, and take 'em. 
At laſt you are told, GENTLEMEN, 
that in Exgland She was lodg'd in the 
Palace; and near the Perſon of the 
Queen ; 1fhall not add any thing on this 
occaſion, to what I have already ſaid in 
the firſt Pleading, excepr that *tis not 
true, that She did ever lodge in the Pa- 
lace of the Queen, whiile She was Dutch- 
eſs of Tork, or in the King's Palace after 
that Princeſs came to the Throne ; She- 
always lodg'd in an Apartmeat belonging 
indeed to the Palace of St. Fames, but 
St. James s Palace is not the Place of the 
King's Reſidence, which is call'd White. 
hall, not Loxvre; for the Name of Lou- 
vre 1s taken from the place where the 
Palace of our Kings 1s built. Ir is in 
reſpe&t of Whjte-hall, what the Caſtle of 
the 7zullerie 1s reſpet of the antient 
Lowure; and Madam Mazarin's Lodgings 
are to the Caſtle of St. Fames, whar the 
Steur 
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Siear Renard's Houſe formerly was to the 
Tailleries, Judge then, GENTLEMEN, 
if this be near enough the Palace, to. 
ſay, that the Queen's. Preſence, and the 
Reſpe&, that Madam Mazarin had for 
her Perſon, are ſufficient to baniſh all 
Suſpicion ; and if any one. wou'd upon 
this bottom warrant all, that paſs'd in 
her Lodgings. ,, 

"But this is an un: neceſſary Enquiry, 
ſince Monſieur Mazeriz is willing to par- 
don what's paſt, provided that Madam 
Mazarin will without delay return to her 
Duty. Don't therefore give your ſelves 
the trouble of a too difficult Juſtification, 
which Monſieur Mataris does not exaCt 
from'you: He will believe her Innocent, 
content your ſelves with-that, and take 
care, that your Over-Officiouſneſs to ju- 
ſtifie- her, does not, by opening too much, 
produce a quite contrary effea 
The ſame reaſon ſhall make me paſs. 
Ightly over their diſtinction between the 
two retreats of Madam Mazarin: They 
ſay, that if her cauſing her ſelf to be 
carried away at firſt, had any thing cri- 
minal in it, *tis cover, and Reparation 
madeby her voluntary return into France.

_ Butfirſt, how can they pretend, that 
Madam Mazarin 'Scoming back into Fragce 
without Teturning to her Husband, is 4 
Reparation of her Fault in running away 
from him ? Does '2 Woman, that has 
made an Elopement out of the Kingdom, 
recover her Innocence, as foon as She 
ſets foot upon French Ground ? 

T agree, that if a Woman returns ts 
her Husband, and he receives, and lives 
with her without Proſecuting his Revenge 
for the Injury, he ſhall not afcerwards be 
allow'd to revive his Complaint, becauſe 
ſuch a Cohabitation ſhall be conſtrued a 
Remiſſion. But here's nothing like it. 
Monſieur the Duke of Newvers carried 
away Madam Mazarjn into 7raly, and he 
has brought her back again into Frawce, 
without joyning Monfieur Mgtariw ; this 
is rather a continuation of the Afﬀront; 
than a Reparation.
